MAORI GETS BRAVERY MEDAL’ 


Australian Prisoner Rewarded for 8au* 
lr»B the Life of Trooper Who Had 
Arrested Him. 


For the first time since Its Institu­ 
tio n sa y s the London Daily Graphic, 
the Albert medal has been awarded to 
a Maori for gallantry In saving 
life, 
and the circumstances connected with 
tills heroic act are so ex traordinary 
that they are worth giving In full.

aboriginal native of the Roper River, 
Australia, named Neighbour, and the 
story of his brave act is given In the 
I.ondon Gazette In the notice announc­ 
ing that the king has conferred the 
medal upon him.

who had been placed under arrest, was 
being conveyed 
to the Roper River 
police station by 
a trooper of the po­ 
lice force named Johns.

ing In his hand the nook chain by 
which Neighbour was secured, set the 
prisoner to swim Jn front of him, while 
he followed. 
The horse got Into difficulties in 
mid-stream, and before the 
trooper 
could clear himself he was kicked in 
the face by the animal and carried off 
by the current. 
Neighbour, instead of 
using the opportunity of making his 
escape, went to Jo hns’ assistance and 
brought him ashore with great dlffl- 
culty and at the risk of his own life.

Corning, as this p rohibition does, im­ 
mediately p rior to the p eriod when Im­ 
p orts of live geese Increase rap idly 
the qu estion is seriou s alike to breed­ 
ers in Ru ssia, who will have large 
qu antities of birds thrown on their 
I hands; to German goose fatteners, as 
they will bo u nable to till u p their 
p ens, for the home p rodu ction is total­ 
ly Insu fficient to mee t their requ ire­ 
ments, and to hou sewives in Germany, 
who will find the already high p rice 
of w h a t is an Im p ortant article ot 
food advance still fu rth er and p rob­ 
ably l>e p rohibitive. 
Ru ssians state 
that there is no ju stification for this 
regu lation, that it is a trade move 
in the interests of Germ an dealers to 
force down p rices and as a measu re 
of fiscal p rotection to Germmi breed­ 
ers. 
Germany imp orts 
annu ally 
abou t 
8 ,000,(TOO live geese, of which seven- 
eights come from Ru ssia, where these 
birds are bred 
in 
vast 
nu mbers 
throu ghou t the western and sou thwest­ 
ern governments. 
They are bou ght 
from the raisers by traveling dealers, 
who drive th em in hu ge flocks to the 
frontier stations, where they are en- 
tralned for desp atch to Berlin and oth­ 
er cities. 
The cars u sed for this p u rp ose are 
bu ilt in fou r decks, each car holding 
abou t 1,200 birds. 
Sp ecial trains are 
ru n In the season, 
consisting of a 
dozen to thirty-five cars, in accord­ 
ance with the su p p ly. 
As many as j 
60,000 geese have been known to ar- j 
rive at Magerviehhof market, Berlin, i 
on a single day.— W estm inster 
Ga- !
